So 
I had to leave the ranks, although it, 
seemed a great humiliation to me at 
the time. Quarrels and want entered 
into our once happy home. So It went 
from bad to worse for two years."

"I had three children whom I loved, 
although I had been a poor father to 
them.

City Hospital in St. John, N.B., has 
made It difficult for years for us to 
provide for poor unfortunate girls wno 
come to us In their sorrow and dis- 
grace. Some time ago this difficulty 
was overcome to some extent by per- 
mitting a limited number of motners 
to have medical care In the Rescue 
Home, but, as the. Home embraces a 
variety of departments, namely: Child- 
ren's Shelter, Casuals and regular 
cases of many classes, is has been 
deemed expedient— no. further, aoso- 
lutely necessary to the more successful 
furtherance of the work, and to better 
grapple with the needs of the many 
who appeal to'us In that city, to have 
a separate building, for maternity 
wing. The Field Commissioner, there- 
fore, has consented to the renting and 
furnishing of a new building for this 
purpose. 

We have secured a suitable house In 
close proximity to the present Rescue 
Home at a reasonable rent, and Ad- 
jutant Jost has arrangements well In 
hand for the opening, which will take 
place In a few weeks, Captain Sharp, 
under Adjutant Josl's direct supervis- 
ion, and, I am sure, will not only meet 
a felt need In ;tlre city, but Its work 
will be endorsed by citizens of all 

Already physicians and others are 
manifesting profoundest Interest, and 
a leading barrister has promised to 
facilitate' any legal proceedings for us. 
We think there should be a rallying 
of the Army exponents and friends in 
New Brunswick, and a strong pressure 
brought to bear upon the Government 
with respect to Governmental recog- 
nition. # - ^ • 

The Premier, Hun. Mr. Cameron, re- 
re! ved me very kindly while >in . ibe 
east, and promised a fair consideration 
of the merits of our work for financial 
subsidy when its appeal Is presented 
to the Legislative Committee. We are 
appealing In the nar future for a grant 
and, as this new hospital Is unique tn 
the province, we consider we have a 
strong plea for.

If the Salvation Army required a 
fresh subject for special thanksgiving 
and the strengthening of its faith in 
its own great mission, It may be found 
in the remarkably successful Congress 
which the General conducted lost week 
In the beautiful city of Berlin. 

The General entered the great Capi- 
tal on Monday evening, and, within a 
few hours, a unique victory had been 
scored. Nor was there a lull In the tri- 
umph tide, which rose higher and high- 
er right up to the finish on Thursday 
night, by which time a magnificent to- 
tal of 270 had visited the mercy-seat. 

MONDAY. 

Commissioner McKle had arranged a 
big annual Congress with his 300 of- 
ficers, commencing on Thursday, the 
General not being due until Monday, 
to which date everybody looked as the 
climax of all meetings. 

The Ton-Halle, accommodating 1,200 
people, waa secured for tbe reception 
meeting.

If the Salvation Army required a 
fresh subject for special thanksgiving 
and the strengthening of Its faith In 
Its own great mission, It may be found 
in the remarkably successful Congress 
which the General conducted last week 
In the beautiful city of Berlin. 

The General entered the great Capi- 
tal on Monday evening, and, within a 
few hours, a unique victory had been 
scored. Nor wh= there a lull in the tri- 
umph tide, which rose higher and high- 
er right up to the finish on Thursday 
night, by which time a magnificent to- 
tal of 270 had visited the mercy-seat. 

MONDAY. 

Commissioner McKIe had arranged a 
big annual Congress with his 300 of- 
ficers, commencing on Thursday, isie 
General not being due until Monday, 
to whleh date everybody looked as the 
ellmax of all meetings. 

The Ton-Halle, accommodating 1.200 
people, was secured for the reception 
meeting. The hall was filled qulekly, 
and by eight the police would not per- 
mit any more to enter. 

The General begun his address In a 
genial manner, which won him the 
good-will of the audience right from 
the beginning. Brigadier Junker, as 
formally, translated. He said: 

"I thank you for thlp weleome once 
more to your beautiful city. In com- 
ing to Germany, I feel more and more 
like coming home. (Laughter and "Al- 
leluias.") I must be of German ex- 
traction! Perhaps you will have to go 
a long way back, but then you will 
probably And that my ancestors came 
over to the little Island yonder from 
Saxony or somewhere near about. 
(More laughter.) Anyway, I am glad 
to come. (Reciprocal volley from the 
Salvationists.) My visits are only 
marred by one thing—that I cannot 
get at you with your own language— 
(Laughter)— but with Brigadier Junk- 
er to help me. we have got on very well 
In the past, and we shall do so on this 
vlalt."

From his reply to the Commissioner's 
welcome address, the General glided 
with great skill into one of his most 
powerful salvation topics, choosing *or 
his text: "It Is appointed unto men 
once to die, and, after death, the Judg- 
ment." Our reporter speaks thus oi 
the General's remarks and Its effect 
upon the crowds: 

We Imagine, thou^b we did not ex- 
actly see, some Inward wrlgglings and 
shruggings on the part of men and 
women, to whom death 1b a shelved 
subject— or .at any rate. If not the nc- 
lual event, the consequences to which- 
it opens the door. But there Is no get- 
ting away from the 1 momentous fact 
with which the General had suddenly 
confronted them; nothing to do but to 
listen and ponder. 

A friend or a fiend, a. welcome guest 
or a horrible, ghastly apparition, death 
must Inevitably knock at the door of 
their life. 

"Some of you, very likely, smile at 
my talkin gthus; you will walk away 
home as If the subject did not concern 
you; you will say, 'Ha, ha! It la all for 
those fanatics!' And yet— if the dread 
skeleton walks Into your chamber to- 
night, you will cry out: "Oh, my God! 
My soul! My soul I' Death makes peo- 
ple religious I Don't yeu think you 
ought to be ready7 I think reason, 
common-sense, the Bible say "Yes' to 
that. . . 



"Get your house, In order," he urged, 
"If you have got anything to leave be- 
hind you, make your will; and, if you 
find tbat you have more than your 
family will need, you can leave a trifle 
to the Salvation Army. (Laughter and 
volley.) Don't let there be any quar- 
relling over your coffin. As for the af- 
fairs of eternity, settle your quarrel 
with God, against "Whom you have 
sinned, Whose laws you have broken, 
Whose mercy you have refused, the 
Almighty. Then, when you are ready 
to die, you will he ready to live." 

Tbe prayer meeting opened with a 
stiff pull, although the very best at- 
tention and order prevailed. Neverthe- 
less, faith would not be clouded, but 
claimed tbe triumph. White the Gen- 
eral yet pleaded, a woman from far 
down the hall, had left her seat and 
was coming to the mercy-seat. No 
sooner was the fact proclaimed, than 
the audience at the back rose almost 
In a body, and craned forward with 
curiosity. When a man and then two 
more women pressed to the front also, 
fits of suppressed excitement passed 
over the crowd. For method, singing, 
believing and the firing of glad v.olIeya. 
the prayer-meeting was Intensely 
Army, with Colonel Lawley, In his na- 
tive tongue, »r.d Commissioner IIcKlc, 
In his, superbly at home as they press- 
ed on with the struggle. 

A happy ssmlle played about the 
General's face as men and women 
knelt at the mercy-seat, and a climax 
of rejoicing was reached when thirteen 
penitents had crowned the reception. 



Morning and afternoon was devoted 
by the General to Staff and Field Of- 
ficers' Councils. A salvation meeting 
was announced for the evening. 

The Ton-Halle was again gorged 
from top to bottom before the time an- 
nounced for the beginning of the meet- 
ing. 

The astonishing thing to the new- 
comer was the spirit of freedom— the 
Blood-and-Flrelsm —manifesting Itself 
In shouts and hand-clappings, smiles 
and dancings! During the prayer-meet- 
ing, one had to rub one's eyes and 
open one's ears afresh to get rid of the 
Illusion that all thte was taking place 
In the Army's blrthland. How true. In 
Its best sense, that God has made all 
nations to be one people— In the Sal- 
vation Army! 

It Is no prulse-to say that the Gen- 
eral spoke well. He talked as from 
God, 

As the General painted pleture after 
pleture, sin and its inevitable conse- 
quences stood out In noonday relief. 
"If vou will not fflve up your sins," in- 
sisted the General, with relentless 
truth, "you must go to hell. But, come! 
The wounds of Christ are apen. Are 
you too proud? Are you too high and 
mighty? Do you say, 'I cannot stoop 
so low?' Don't, don't say that!" 
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The jconvlctlon was Intense. Nor did 
we have to wait long before a man 
pioneered the way to the penitent plat- 
pioneered the way to the penitent-form, 
with Lwo women from the other side 
o fthe hall making for the same spot 
almost simultaneously. "Where Is the 
fourth?" asked the General, and the 
fourth was promptly forthcominR-, 
Then another four seekers walked 
slowly up the left aisle, one behind the 
other. Songs cf pleading and exulta- 
tion swept over the building, fishers 
dauntlessly aecosted on every hand, 
and there was not a slack moment 
throughout.- It was a grand struggle, 
with magnificent results. 

The General's face shines with holy 
elation; offleers who have known Ger- 
many In Its darkest days are almost 
beside themselves with gratitude, and 
the number of seekers is mounting all 
the time! Hallelujah t$n thousand 
times overl Highest prevlouB reeord 
for souls: Thirty!

They and other mission' 
arlcs urged him to hold a Utile Congress 
for those of fhem who work on the ter- 
rible hard soil of MOHAMMEDANISM. 

Fifteen years' experience anions Cath- 
olics and liiildcls on the Continent en- 
abled him a little to specially enter Into 
the Immense dilncultles of such work. 

Tlic Congress lasted Ave dnyB, and 
Home of the missionaries come from two 
and even four days' distance.

"At the first meeting I was struck by 
the fact that many had something pecul- 
iar in their eyes— a sort of worn, suffer- 
ing look. Then I saw that ALL had It, 
arid found It was the result ol tho Siroc- 
co, the hot wind, that comes from tho 
desert as from a furnace. Even now 
when It blows there Is a sort of oppress- 
ing Turkish Bath feeling In the air, and 
everything gets covered with the fine 
sand dust which it carries. The eyes 
of the missionaries in eome places seldom 
hold out more than eight or ten years." ■ 

My dear husband held meetings .for 
the Arabs In a mosque, whleh Is In the 
lower part of our friends' Arab house, 
and nearly every evening some Moham- 
mednnB came to the penitent form. 

He went also Into Knbylla Into the 
mountains, where they speak another 
language, and had meetings In the vil- 
lages. The CommlBuloner was presented 
with a white woollen Arab "burnous," 
which had the double advantago of keep. 
' Ing out the cold of the mountains and 
bringing him a step nearer to the vil- 
lagers. 

God did a blessed work there also. 
Some devoted missionaries— one of them 
having a brother an ameer with us— 
wrote mo, blessing God for the victories 
among the natives. Thoy say that seven 
young eonverts In one plaee have openly 
broken the "Kamadan" fast. This 
means often danger of life. 
. One writes: -wo hear that the first be- 
ginning of breaking the Ramadan has 
been made In almost each station."
